New  Jersey  Editorial  Excursion. 

[Written  for  The  Bloomfield  Citixeu] 
Perhaps  the  most  Interesting  excursion 
ever  taken  by  the  N.  J.  Editorial  Associ¬ 
ation  was  that  of  laat  week  to  Watkln’s 
Glen.  Niagara  Falls,  and  Mauch  Chunk. 

A  special  train  consisting  of  seven  cars 
and  containing  214  of  the  most  social  and 
convivial  people  of  the  State,  left  Broad 
street,  Phila.,  en  route  for  Harrisburg. 
The  ride  through  the  beautiful  valleys  of 
Chester  and  Lancaster  counties  was  very 
much  enjoyed  ;  woodlasd  and  cblttvated 
farm,  hill  and  valley,  the  cot  of  the 
ant  and  artisan  and  the  stately  mansion 
of  the  millionaire  combine  to  make  the 
scene  picturesque  and  grand.  The  jour¬ 
ney,  together  with  the  luxuriant  and 
exhilarating  breeze,  had  an  appetizing 
effect  upon  each  one,  and  the  bountiful 
repast  provided  for  us  by  the  P.  B.  R.  Co. 
in  their  new  dining  rooms  at  Harrisburg 
was  the  one  thing  needful  at  that  time. 
The  party  will  ever  remember  the  kind 
nees  of  the  P.  B.  B.  Co.  for  such  an  ex 
cellent  dinner. 

Leaving  Harrisburg  early  In  the  after¬ 
noon,  we  proceeded  along  the  banks  of 
the  Susquehanna-as  far  as  Williamsport, 
Pa.  Here  we  had  a  good  opportunity  to 
see  the  destruction  caused  by  the  floods 
about  May  31st.  The  misery  and  want 
brought  upon  the  people  of  the  flooded 
district  cannot  be  overestimated;  for 
miles  and  miles  the  banks  of  the  liver 
are  strewn  with  logs  and  lumber  from 
houses,  barns,  and  mills  devastated  by 
the  water ;  bridges  which  once  spanned 
the  stream  are  now  lying  either  laj  pieces 
In  the  river  or  on  one  side  of  it  Much 
delay  was  caused  by  the  injury  to  the 
railroad  and  by  our  having  to  cross  the 
stream  so  often  on  temporary  bridges. 

We  passed  through  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  in 
the  early  evening  and  arrived  at  Watkins 
about  9.45  Monday  night.  Our  time  here 
was  spent  mostly  in  the  glen,  the  scenery 
of  which  is  beyond  our  description, 
of  the  party  visited  Havana  Glen,  three 
miles  distant,  which  they  described  as 
equal  to  Watkin’s 
Through  th^  kindness  of  the  Steamship 
Co.  of  Seneca  Lake  who  very  generously 
tendered  us  the  use  of  their  steamer 
“Onondaga,"  a  very  pleasant  ride  was 
taken  on  tho  lake,  whose  shores  are  very 
picturesque  and  imposing. 

At  seven  o'clock  Wednesday  morning, 
we  all  said  “Fare-tbee-well.  brudder  Wat¬ 
kins"  and  started  for  Niagara  Falls, 
going  on  the  P.  B.  B.  as  far  as  Canandai 
gua  where  we  took  the  Northern  Central 
to  the  end  of  our  journey,  arriving  in 
Niagara  at  noon. 

To  ail  who  have  not  been  to  Niagara 
Falls  we  would  say  “Go  by  all  means, 
and  stay  at  the  International  Hotel  " 
The  politeness  of  the  waiters  and  the 
excellence  and  abundance  of  the  viands 
served  there  had  no  little  help  in  making 
us  comfortable,  and  the  proprietor  Is  to 
congratulated  on  the  elegant  style  In 
which  the  hotel  is  conducted. 

To  describe  the  works  of  the  master- 
sculptor.  ‘  Nature,"  at  Niagara  would  be 
an  overwhelming  task.  Only  by  seeing 
it  for  ourselves  can  we  get  any  idea  of  its 
grandeur  and  beauty.  The  view  of-  the 
falls,  especially  from  the  Canadian  shore 
is  magnificent.  What  an  Immense  mo¬ 
mentum  i-t  given  the  river  by  the  fall  may 
be  realized  to  some  extent  when  we  say 
that  the  speed  of  the  current  at  the 
Whirlpool  Rapids  Is  twenty-seven  miles 
an  hour  Imagine  the  foolhardy  attempts 
of  fame-seeking  mortals  who  try  to  batte 
with  such  a  Lorreut. 

Many  of  us  had  the  pleasure  of  riding 
along  the  gorge  to*Lewiston,  seven  miles 
away,  where  the  Niagara  Biver  empties 
the  waters  of  the  four  lakes  into  Lake 
Ontario,  and  where  the  steamboat  leaves 
for  Toronto.  On  a  bluff  on  the  Canadian 
side,  opposite  Lewiston,  stands  the  mon¬ 
ument  of  the  brave  General  Brock,  who 
was  killed  at  Chippewa  lx  1812.  f 

With  regret  we  left  Niagara  at  seven 
o'clock  Friday  morning  for  Mauch  Chunk, 
arriving  there  at  6.30  P.  M.,  after  a  dusty 
ride  of  1U  hours.  From  Niagara  we  took 
the  Erie  R.  R.  to  Waverly,  passing  Elmira 
where  we  saw  the  attractive  buildings  of 
the  N.  Y.  State  Reform  School,  over  the 
much  famed  Genesee  River,  and  through 
Horneilsvilie,  where  a  lunch  iu  boxes  was 
takeu  on  board.  From  Waverly  we  rode 
on  the  Lehigh  Valley  R.  B.  to  Mauch 
Chunk.  The  scenery  along  the  Lehigh 
valley  is  among  the  most  beautiful  iu  the 
world  and  must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated, 
mmense  iron  works  were  passed  near 
Pittston  and  Wilkesbarre  and  the  mines 
from  which  tomes  the  Lehigh  coal.  The 
ride  was  delightful,  but  for  the  quantity 
of  coal-dust  present,  which  made  us  feel 
weary  and  uncomfortable. 

"Mauch  Chunk."  the  Switzerland  of 
America,  is  very  grand,  not  so  much  for 
its  town  as  for  its  situation  Among  the 
mountains  and  on  the  Lehigh  River.  The 
famous  ride  over  the  Switchback  was  not 
neglected,  and  many  of  the  party  visited 
Glsu  Ouoko,  one  of  the  prettiest  spots  to 
be  found  in  tbs  Eastern  Slates.
